Committed in Ar

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 14.—The Com- 


mission which has been investigating 
the atrocities in Armenia traversed the 
devastated villages in which one hun- 
dred and twenty honeoa were found 
burned. The people were sheltered in 
niaerable huts, and ample proof was 
'ound of the massacre of Armenians. 
Their bodies were thrown into a pit 
where the Turks endeavored to conceal 
;heir crime by pouring barrels of petro- 
leum upon the bodies and setting fire 
to the oil. The flames, however, did 
not consume the mass and a stream 
was darned and diverted 
from its 


course iu order to wash away tha half 
burned bodies, bat even this failed to 
obliterate the terrible evidence agaiust 
the Turks, and IOCR! authorities were 
compelled 
to 
remove the remains 


piecemeal. The villagers had removed 
the bulk of the bodies and intered 
them in consecrated ground before the 
arrival of the Commission. As a result 
of the investigation and the reports of 
delegate.* tlie Powers have submitted 
notes to the Turkish Government im- 
pressing upon tha Porte the necessity 
of promptly inaugurating a scheme for 
Armenian reforms, which should in- 
clude the appointment 
of Christian 


officials in Armenia. Tlie powers ure 
to have the right to veto the appoint- 
ment of Governors.

In 1707 in 
Iceland 18,000 died in one year, the en- 
tire population boing but 50,000. Sev- 
enty per cent ot tho people of Green- 
laud died of smallpox in 1734.
